REFUSED 10 CONFER WITH HIM 


Populist Nominee Has Turned Viciously 
Upon His Own Party, 


ASSAILS COMMITTEE IN A TELEGRAM 


Dictates the Proposition of Georgia 
Populists to Democrats—Has 
Called Chairman Buchanan 
To Prepare Another 
Proposal. 


Chicago, Ill., October 15.—(Special,)—There 
is something mysterious concerning the 
sudden abandonment of the proposed visit 
of the sub-committee from the populist 
national campaign committee to Mr. Wat- 
son, at Atlanta. Immediately following 
the publication of the fusion manifesto of 
the populist campaign committee a tele- 
gram was sent to Mr. Watson at his home 
in Thomson, asking him to meet the rep- 
resentatives of the committee in Atlanta 
on Friday morning for a personal confer- 
ence, or suggesting that the committee 
would go to Thomson, if necessary. 
Chairman Butler, of the populist com- 
mittee, and Messrs. Washburn and Reed 
had made all arrangements to leave for 
Georgia and had announced in the news- 
papers here their intention of betng in At- 
lanta Friday morning, presuming, of 
course, that it was agreeable to Mr. Wat- 
son. This morning the Chicago newspapers 
amounced the departure of the committee 
for Georgia, but it develops today that the 
trip was abandoned, that. Senator Butler 
has returned to Washington, and that 


The inference is that Mr, Watson re- 


sented the action of the populist campaign 
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committee in taking direct issue with him 
on the fusion question, and very promptly 
replied to the telegram requesting a meet- 
ing by refusing to meet the ittee 
either in Atlanta or at his home. | 

While this conclysion is to a certain de- 
gree hypothetical, it seems to be fully justi- 
fied by the circumstances. 

Yesterday afternoon after the populist 
executive committee had concluded its 
second day’s session and had felicitated 
itself Upon the cordial reception with which 
its address thhad met, it appointed a om- 
mittee consisting of Messrs. Butler, Reed, 
Washburn and Treasurer Rankin to con- 
fer with Senator Jones and ask from him 
co-operation of the democratic manage- 
ment in the effort to bring about complete 
fusion. 

Senator Jones cordially received the com- 
mittee and gave them to understand that 
he was not only in favor of union of the 
silver forces in every state, but that he 
would do all he could to bring about sucn 
harmony of action. 

Reed Dodges an Explanation. 

Later in the evening members of the 
committee announced that they had tcle- 
graphed Mr. Watson arranging for a 
meeting. On being asked this evening the 
reason of the abandonment of the proposed 
trip to Atlanta, Mr. H. W. Reed, Mr. Wat- 
son’s close friend on the committee, and 
also one of the signers of the committee’s 
fusion address, said: 

“We missed the train Wednesday night 
or we would now be on our way to At- 
lanta in abundant time to see Mr. Watson 
Friday.”’ 

It Was suggested to Mr. Reed that had 
the committee left on this morning’s 
schedule they would have arrived in At- 
lanta before breakfast Friday morning in 
ample time to meet Mr. Watson for the 
proposed Friday conference. 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Reed, “‘but we lost the 
train on Wednesday and concluded not to 
go.' 

“Have you heard from Mr. Watson, re- 
Plying to, your telegram asking for an en- 
éagement with him for the committee?’ 

“Yes, I have heard from Mr. Watson 
and he said he would be glad to see me at 
any time.”’ 

“What did he say about 
committee ?’’

Watson read this, coupled with the conclud.- 
ing injunction, “We appeal to every popu- 
list who may have been misled by such 
mistaken or false pleas of pretended loyalty 
to the people's party into refusing to sup- 
port such joint electoral tickets, to stop and 
consider the result of such conduct and 
refuse to be influenced by either misguided 
or corrupt men,” he gave vent to some very 
positive expressions concerinng the man- 
ifesto of the campaign committee of the 
party of which he is the vice presidential 
nominee. : 

It is presumed, therefore. that Mr. Wat- 
son was not in a very pleasant frame of 
mind when he received the telegram from 
the committee, requesting a conference on 
Friday. 

And further political gossip here credits 
the breaking up of the proposed conference 
to the emphatic reply which Mr. Watson 
is suppesed to have sent in answer to the 
committee’s telegram. 

Just what that reply contained only those 
who received it know, and the public may 
never be taken into their confidence. In 
the meantime _ the interesting question 
arises, is Mr. Watson and his campaign 
committee now on speaking terms?

He Is After Butler. 

Said a prominent populist last night: 

“Watson is endeavoring to humiliate our 
party leader by using his influence in 
making propositions of fusion so ridiculous- 
ly unfair that they must be rejected by 
democrats.

IN PRISON THIRHY-NINE 
Two Glean Brothers Home frgm Cuba, 

Where They Lost Everything. 

New York, October 15.—William and Louis 
Glean were passengers by the Ward line 
steamer Yumuri from Havana, which 
reached Quarantine last evening. This 
morning the brothers stated they were not 
yet ready to make a statement for pub- 
lication. 

They were glad to get away fronr Cuba 
with their lives, although financially ruined, 
their fine plantation and property at Sagua 
having been entirely destroyed. Both men 
had been in prison for thirty-nine days, 
but through the efforts of the United States 
consul at Sagua and other influential friends 
were finally liberated. No cause was given 
by the Spanish authorities for their ar- 
rest, their only crime being the fact that 
they were American citigens, which in 
Spanish eyes was sufficient evidence that 
they were hostile to Spain. 

Both men are warm in their praise of the 
United States consul at Sagua and also 
of General Lee, the United States consul] 
general at Havana, who were untiring in 
their efforts to regain them their freedom.

London Papers Contrast It with the 
Way an Englishman Was Handled.

He indignantly dis- 
claimed connection with any dynamite 
plot. He proposed to return to America, 
where he would resume his ordinary voca- 
tions. Although he expected to be released 
his actual liberation greatly elated him. 
While driving to a cafe, he repeatedly 
cried: ‘‘Long live France,” to which the 
bystanders replied by repeating the cry.

i The state executive committee of the 
populist party has devised a plan of fusion 
in Georgia. 

They propose to amalgamate with the 
democratic electoral ticket, and form a 
combination made up of six populists and 
seven democrats. 

They have issued an edict in the shape 
of a resolution which will be presented to 
the state democratic executive committee 
insisting that the action offered by them 
be carried out. 

The populists demand that.the vote of 
the entire thirteen electors on the fusion 
ticket proposed shall be cast for Bryan 
and Watson. By their action Sewall is 
shoved out of consideration. 

The populists have placed a limit of five 
days upon the acceptance of their proposi- 
tion. Unless their plan is agreed to by 
that time, aceording to the resolutions 
adopted last night, they hint that they will 
make trouble fn any way possible, 

‘ Here are the resolutions in full: 


Whereas, The People’s party of Geor- 
Bia accepted in good faith the St. Louis 
fompromise, vig: The nomination of the 
Hon, W. J. Bryan as the presidential — 
‘candidate on the ticket with. the Hon. 
Thomas E. Watson, with the tacit un- 
derstanding that this act of patriotism 


on their part would be met with a sim- 
ilar one on the part of the democratic

Wheras; The people’s party of Georgia, 
in their state convention, in accord with

Whereas, It should be their pleasure 
and pride to advance a citizen of their 
state and section, a man who is with- 
out stain, above reproach and whom 
all fair-minded men esteem, respect 
and honor and whose every action in 
this campaign has been so patriotic

Whereas, It is our belief that it is not 
only the intention of the leaders of the 
democratic party of this state to defeat 
but, if possible, to humiliate the Hon. 
Thomas E. Watson, either by a corrupt 
ballot, as has been manifested in the 
tenth congressional district, or by a 
partisan legislature setting aside the 
will of the people, and forcing Bryan 
and Sewall electors on the state, even 
though that ticket should run third in

ANNUAL DEFICIENCY I5 


Report of Third Assistant Postmaster 
General for Year Completed. 
Washington, October 15.—The report of 
Third Assistant Postmaster General Kerr 
Craig for the year ending June 9), 1896, has 
just been completed, from which the fol- 

lowing information is extracted: 

The totaf amount of postal expenditure 
for the year was $90,626,296. The total re- 
ceipts were $82.499,208. There was thus a 
deficiency of $8,127,088. The increase of 
receipts was over 7 per cent; the increase 
of expenditure is little less than 4% per 
cent. The service is shown to have been 
economically administered. The result in 
figures is a reduction of the annual de- 
ficiency of $1,679,954. Ths expenditure does 
not include the cost of carrying the mails 
over the subsidized Pacific railroads, which 
amounted to $1,558,%,

Spaldiag County Mob Hang a Negro from 
a Convenient Tree. 


MILNER SAID HE WAS GUILTY 


After a Term in the Chaingang ex- 
Convict Is Lynched. 


WAS FULLY IDENTIFISO BY HIS VICTIM 


Mob When Ready for the Swiuging . 
Offered To Place Prisoner in Jail 
if He Would Deny Guilt. 


Griffin, Ga., October 15.—(Special)—Henry 
Milner, a negro, was lynched here this 
morning at half-past 8 o’clock for an as- 
Sault upon Miss Blanche Gray yesterday 
afternoon about 4 o'clock, seven miles north 
of Griffin. 

The work was done by an infuriated mob 
of citizens from that section. The men 
composing the mob were fully armed and 
détermined that Milner should pay the pen- 
alty for his crime. 

The hanging took piace near the county 
farm, in a strip of woods two miles swest 
of the city. 

It was witnessed by four or five hundred 
people, both white and black, but of this 
number not over fifty were engaged .in the 
commission of the act. After the body was 
swung up, over a hundred shots were fired 
into it, and it was left hanging to a limb 
of a small post oak, swaying in the wind, in 
full view of thousands who visifed the 
scene during the day. In front was pinned 
a placard on which was written: 

“This is a warning to all such scoundrels. 
Our women must be protected.’’ 

The assault was committed at Rock Wall, 
a point between Wolf creek and Towaliga 
river. Miss Gray was visiting her sister, 
Mrs. Telfair Thurman, ahd jduring the af- 
ternoon had occasion to’ gd out some dis- 
tance from the house alone. ‘While near a 
clump of bushes, some 200 yards from the 
house, she was approached by the negro. 
The first intimation she had of his presence 
was when she felt his hands closing around 
her throat, too late for her to escape or 
make any outery. She was choked into in- 
sensibility, and then dragged into the 
bushes. As soon as she regained con- 
sciousness she gave the alarm. A searching 
party was organized, and began to scour 
the country in all directions. Miss Gray 
was greatly excited and frightened, and the 


only description she could give of her as- 
sailant was that he was a4 barefooted 


negro. 
Three Arrests Made. ‘i, 

In a short while the party found a negro 

they thought was the right one. However 

this proved not to be the case, when he was 

carried before Mise Gray and he was 
turned’ loose. | : wert 


About 2 o'clock this morning they cam 
upon Milner in. the act of entering & hous 
not far from where he made thé asésault. 
Théy were attracted by his loud calls. to 
the inmates and ‘would have passed by had 
he’ not made so much noise. When he saw 
the posse he ran-around the corner of the 
house. and tried to reach some woods not 
far off. He was soon caught, however, and 
the crowd started back to Thurman's house 
to have him identified. On the way there 
he broke away from his captors and tried 
to escape, Dut was stopped by a bullet from 
a winchester. 

Soon after day he was carried to the 
bedside of the young lady, who upon seeing 
him promptly said the he was the man. 
Later he confessed. He was was brought 
into Griffin about 7 o’clock and carried to 
Dr. T. J. Couler’s office to have his wound 
dressed. 

While lying there some one remarked to 
him that he ought to be hung. “The rest 
of the party took it up and in Jess than 
five minutes the whole crowd was moving 
out through the western portion of the city 
on a dead run. . 

The negro was in front in a buggy be- 
tween two men, while behind came néarly 
a dozen other people on bicycles, horseback 
and afoot. When they had gone about two 
miles they turned to the left and crossed 
the Georgia Midland railroad into a skirt 
of woods near the county farm. There they 
stopped and deliberated as to the method 
of taking the negro off. 

The crowd offered to bring him back to 
town and put him. in jail to await trial if 
he would say that he was not guilty, but 
he refused. to do this, still affirming that 
he was the guilty party. 
| He was then strung up and his body per- 
| forated with bullets. 

Milner an ex-Convict. 
Milner was regarded as a bad negro, hav- 
|ing completed a term in the Spalding 
| county chaingang only a few months ago. 

The wound he received while attempting to 
| get away was a very bad one and might 
| have proved fatal had he not been other- 
wise disposed of. 

Miss Gray’s condition is extremely criti- 
cal. 

Yesterday and today mark a new epoch 
in the criminal history of Spalding county. 
Since its establishment there have been 
murders and arsons, as well as crimes of a 
less degree in abundance, but never before 
has a negro committed an assault, as on 
yesterday, while today occurred the coun- 
ty’s first lynching. ' 

While many deprecate the unlawful act 
of the infuriated mob, there are many more ° 
whogre ready to defend it. The negroes 
are almost as unanimous as the whites in 
condemning Milner’s act, and in commend- 
ing his execution. 

Coroner Latta empaneled a jury this af- 
ternoon and after hearing all the evidence 
in the case found the following verdict: 

“We, the jury, find that the deceased, 
Henry Milner, came to his death by hang- 
ing and shooting by parties unknown to 
the jury.”’

Five Thousand People Wend Their 
Way to the Cemetery. 


THREE COFFINS IN THE SAME CHURCH 


General Council Provides for Widows 
and Orphans—Young White Re- 
moved from Muscogee Jail. 


Columbis, Ga., October 15.—The tragic 
*eeries of incidents which occurred in Coa- 
lumbus yesterday afternoon, beginning 
with the cold-blooded murder of two of 
Columbus's police officers, and culminating 
in the killing of one and the arrest of the 
other murderer, caused the city to pulsate 
with excitement. 

This morning ‘at 8:42 o’clock Officer Char- 
ley Roberts passed away at ihe city iis- 
pital, which makes three of the four men 
shot by White who have died. 

Officer Pickett’s wounds will hardly prove 
fatal. 

The city council met today and adopted 
the following resolutions concerning the 
death of the three officers: 

“Whereas, Officers R. M. Adams and Wil- 
liam Jackson and C. J. Roberts, members 
of the police force of the city of Columbus, 
have lost their lives, and ex-Officer Zero 
Pickett has been seriously injured, in the 
faithful discharge of their duty as peace 
officers, and while striving to suppress vio- 
lations of law and of order; therefore, be it 

“‘Resolved, by the mayor and board of al- 
dermen of the city of Columbus, That we 
extend to the families of these brave men 
the heartfelt sympathy they so richly de- 
serve; gnd we furthermore extend to the 
families of these officers the thanks of a 
grateful community for the brave, self- 
sacrificing discharge of duty shown by 
them in: their nobie efforts to suppress dis- 
order and crime in this community, and we 
commend their example to all men. 

“Resolved, further, That the clerk of the 
council] furnish the families of each of our 
lamented officers with a copy of these res- 
clutions and one } to the daily papers, 

“Resolved, rther, That this body at- 
tend the funeral] of our late officers in a 


y. 

“Resolved, That there ‘be set apart and 
donated to each of the deceased officers a 
lot in Linwood cemetery. 

“Resolved, That the sum of $100 be, and 
is, hereby appropriated to the families of 
each of the deceased officers for funeral 
expenses.’’ 

The police committee was directed to look 


after the needs of the widows and orphans 
of the dead officers, and to manage the 
collection of a public subscription for their 
benefit, which will shortly be begun. 
Three Funerals at One Time 

The council and police commissioners, in 
conformity with the resolution adopted, 
attended the funeral in a body. Fully 5,000 
people turned out and business was sus- 
pended during the afternoon. 

The three funerals occurred at St. Luke's 
Methodist church and, as has been said, at 
the same hour—4 o'clock. 

The church -was créwded with friends 
and relatives of the deceased and the 
scene was an affecting one. The services 
were conducted in an impressive manner 
by’ Dr, W. H. Smith, Dr, C. E. Dowman 
and Rev. Dale. In addition to the city 
council and the police commissioners -the 
police force was present in a body. 

After the church services the bodies 
were laid to rest in Linwood. The funeral 
procession was a-long one. 

Henry White, the young murderer, was 
spirited away from the Muscogee jail 
shortly after 10 o’clock. A hack drove up to 
the jail-and White was brought out and 
placed in it. With Deputy Sheriff Led- 
singer guarding the prisoner the hack was 
driven rapidly away. Leaving the city the 
hack took a southeastern direction down 
the Cusseta road, but crossed the country 
to the Talbotton road. 

Judge Cozart today issued a warrant 
against Henry White, charging him with 
murder. White’s case will come up at the 
next term of the superior court. 

Wanted To Lynch White. 

As soon as it was learned that Henry 
White had been removed from the jaill 
here a mob of 150 men was orewnized and 
started in pursuit of the officer and pris- 
oner, as it was the intention of the leaders 
to take White from the jail and lynch him 
tonight. Deputy Ledsinger, however, 
eluded them and after following him to the 
county line they dispersed. 

It is not believed that he will ever come 
to trial here. 

It was at first presumed that Ledsinger 
and his prisoner would stop and board the 
Macon train this afternoon and that White 
would be placed in the Macon jail tonight. 
It is now thought, however, that the pris- 
oner has been carried to Americus or Al- 
bany, possibly Dawson. Sheriff Bowles de- 
clined to make any statement as to where 
the prisoner would be carried, only ‘saying 
that he thought it advisable for safe-keep- 
ing to remove him from the Muscogee jail. 

Late this afternoon it was rumored that 
White had been lynched southeast of the 
city. This rumor gaining credence caused 
much excitement. It has not been corrobo- | 
rated, however, and is now regarded as un- 
founded. 

The funeral of J. A. White occurred this 
afternoon, The White family has removed 
from their late residence.

Reports Attributing Hostile Invasion

Washington, October 15.—The dispatch 
vessel Bancroft reached Smyrna this morn- 
ing, according to a cablegram received at 
the navy department from Admiral Sel- 
fridge. It is stated at the navy depart- 
ment that the little vessel must have ex- 
hausted her coal supply in the 1,800 mils 
voyage, the length of the Mediterranean, 
and she will undoubtedly remain at Smyrna 
for several days at least to refill her bunk-

Chicago, October 15.—(Special.)—Since the article which follow 
was written the final and absolute proof of the authenticity of 
the famous London Financial News article is at hand. Chairman 
James K. Jones, of the democratic national committee, received to- 
day an original copy of The London Financial News of April 30, 
1894, containing the editorial which the republican national com- 
mittee stamped as a forgery, and on which false accusation they 
have staked their chances of success.

Before presenting the sensational evidence of this consplracy u briet sketch of 
the political events of this campaign {fs necessary. In order to fasten the goid 
standard.on the country it became neceSsary to act through the political organiza- 
tion of one or both of the great political parties of the United States. It was not 
an easy task. There was no popular demand in either party for gold monometal- 
ism, 
Grover Cleveland was elected president of the United States November 4, 1892. 
He was elected on the tariff issue.Follow this closely. There Was not a word said 
against free silver in the campaign. There was no attempt to champion the cause of 
gold as agninst silver. Money was not an issue. Cleveland was elected by an over- 
whelming majority on the tariff issue. The usual predictions of disaster were 
made, but no panic or business disturDance followed the election of Cleveland. » 
It was generally understood that his first official act would .be-to convene congress 
and pass a new tariff bill. But this caused no fear. Theré was no panic and the great 
factories were running at full force, On March 4, Mr. Cleveland was inaugurated. 
Business continued good. A New York financial paper wrote an. editorial demand- | 
ing the repeal of the Sherman bill, by the terms of which 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
were purchased each month, treasury notes being issued in payment of the issue. 

To date $41,500,000 of this has been carried and these coins exchanged for the’notes. 
As if by magic a score of newspapers took up the cry: The New York Stock Ex- 
change passed a resolution demanding the repeal of the coinage bill. Senator Sher- 
man came out in an interview denouncing his own handiwork. The people were as- 
tounded. They had expected nothing like this. They were not suspicious of their 
money, It was passing freely from hand to hand and doing the enormous business

Silver Denounced by Bankers. »* 


The bankers met and passed a resoluticn d2nouncing silver and demanding a 
cessation of its roinage. They began to call in loans. Stocks began to fall. Cleve- 
lend convened vongress in special session, rot to pass a tariff bill, but to repeal the 
Sherman law. They repealed the law and not an ounce of silver has been bought py 
the government since. In thirty days t6> banks failed and thousands of great busi- 
ress houses went down in ruin. Wages were reduced and great strikes followed. 

This was the crime of 1893. It was a deliberate conspiracy worked by —-English 
gold speculators and managed by the American agents. They desired to stop the coin- 
age of silver amd thereby enhance the value of gold. They therefore gave the Ameri- 
can people an “object lesson.’’ The “object lesson’’ was a panic. If they think a 
panic necessary now, they can provoke one in three days. But they do not want a 
panic at present, Tihey therefore ship $50,000,000 of gold into the country umtil after 
election.

You will certainly remember that every goldbug paper in the United States pre- 
dicted an instantaneous and permanent revival of business if the Sherman bill was 
repealed. Ycu will remember the glowing promises which were made to the people 
if they would subscribe to a gold standard house of representatives by an over- 
whelming majority. The senate passed a free coinage bill but the house rejected it. 

It is now two years since England dethroned our silver and placed the United 
States on a gold basis.

Having placed the United States on agold basis it was necessary to keep it 
theres It therefore became necessary forthe English conspirators to control the 
present elections.

McKinley Swallows the Single Standard. 


Mr. McKinley was notified that he must either swallow the gold standard or go 
without a nomination. He begged for mercy. He potnted to a long record in which 
he had ever stood as the champion of silver. He called attention to the danger of 
forcing a gold plank on a people who had been taught the dangers attending the 
adoption of a single standard. { 

At one time the gold clique decided not to nominate Mr, McKinley. They looked 
up his silver record and found it so pronounced in its hostility to gold monometal- 
lism that they hesitated. But an examination showed that all the great republican 
statesmen and leaders were in the same fix. Reed had been for silver; Harrison had 
been for silver; Allison had championed silver for a generation: Quay had spoken for 
silver. They had learned to love silver from the lips of such men as Lincoln, Grant 
Blaine, Logan, Garfield and others whose names are revered by the common people 
of the republican party. Morton or Depew was out of the question. Grover Cleve- 
land was the only “honest money”’ man in public life, and it was too great a task for .

Mr. McKinley was notified that he coyld stand on the forthcoming gold plank or 
step aside and make place for a candidate who would. Had Mr. McKinley been a 
strong man, a man with any political self-respect, he would haye resented this insult 
and bided his time, confident that the people of the Unitea States would gratify his 
ambition to be president. But he was a weak mian. He would rather be president 
than be right.

‘Every Amert- 
can industry would be protected, not only 
at home, but at every other market. of 
course, the states would suffer to a certain 
extent through having to pay their obliga- 
tions abroad in’ gold; but the loss on ex- 
change under this head would be a mere 
drop in the bucket compared with the prof- 
its to be reaved from the markets of 
South America and Asia, to say nothing of 


Europe. 
Republicans Cry Out Against Facts. 

‘The marvel is that the United States has 
not long ago seized the opportunity, and 
but for the belief that the way of Eng- 
land is necessarily the way to commercial 
success and prosperity, undoubtedly it 
would have been long ago. Now, Americans 
are awakening to the fact that ‘so iong 
as they narrow their ambition to become 
a larger England’ they cannot beat us, 
It has been a piece of luck that it has never 
occurred to the Americans to scoop us out 
of the world’s markets by going on a silver 
basis, and it might serve us right if, irri- 
tated by the contemptuous apathy of our 
government to the gravity of the silver 
problem, the Americans retaliate by freez- 
ing out gold. It could easily be done,”’ 

A howl of rage went up from the goldbug 
press. They denounced the article as a for- 
gery. They called upon the American peo- 
ple to witness that the free silver lunatics 
and repudiators were adding the crime of 
forgery to that of besmirching the national 
honor. Among the papers more frantic in 
their expressions of rage were The New 
York Sun, New York World, New York 
Herald, Chicago Tribune, Chicago Chroni- 
cle, Chicago Inter Ocean, Louisville Courier 
Journal, Omaha Bee, St. Paul Globe, Mil- 
waukee Sentinel and many other purchased 
or mortgaged goldbug organs. 

They said it was preposterous to suUp- 
pose a paper of the standing of The Lon- 
don Financial News would say such a 
thing; that free silver would ruin the coun- 
try, and every intelligent person, be he 
Englishman or American, knew it. 

Why did they so vehemently deny the 
authenticity of the article? Why did the 
publication of the alleged extract throw 
them into convulsions of rage and the pro- 
mulgation of heated editorials? The an- 
swer is plain. The London Financial News 
had stated in the blunt.EXnglish fashion a 
simple truth. It came from so high a 
source that it had to be discounted and its 
éffect destroyed or the gold conspiracy, so 
far as the United States Wds concerned, 
was a failure. 

Tens of thousands of letters inquiring 
about the letter poured into the democratic 
headquarters. Tens of thougands of letters 
declaring that The Landon Financial,News 
article was doing great harm poured into 
the republican headquarters. Something 
had to be done. . 

About the middie of August Mr. Perry 
Heath, chief of the Hterary bureau of the 
republican national committec, issued a 
signed statement, in which he proclaimed 
The London Financial News editorial a 
forgery. He said that a representative of 
the committee had examined the files of 
The Financial News and that no such ar- 
ticle appeared. This bulletin was gleefully 
printed by the goldbug press, and once 
again the silver advocates were denounced 
as liars an forgers. 

This was desperate work. It was a ques- 
tion of life or death. The vigorous and 
seemingly honest denials of the republican 
managers had a depressing effect on the 
silver cause. The gold press followed up 
its advantage. On August 14th they printed 
what purported to be an editorial from 
The London Financial News of August 
13th, which declared the article in ques- 
tion to be a forgery. It went on to say 
that not only had no such article appeared 
in The Financial News, but that its whole 
tone was absolutely contrary to the policy 
of the paper; that at no time had it ex- 
pressed any such opinions and that the free 
silver caused “spelled repudiation and the 
withdrawal of English capital.” 

The goldbug press lied. The republican 
national committee officially promulgated 
a falsehood. The editorial of April 30, 1894, 
as above quoted, did appear in The London 
Financial News. Its absolute accuracy has 
been sworn to by the cashier of The Lon- 
don Financial News, by the president of the 
Durrant Press Cuttings—an old and relia- 
ble London firm—and by a representative 
of The New York World, who cabled this 
unwelcome fact to his paper. A copy of 
the paper is now in the possession of the 
Durrant Press Cuttings and a certified 
copy of same as it is on file in the British 
museum is in the possession of the demo- 
cratic national committee. 

‘The alleged: denying editorial from The 
Financial News was undoubtédly a pure 
fabrication. The desperate crew who have 
undertaken the hopeless task of fostering 
the English gold standard on the United 
States are capable of any crime in the 
category and regard forgery as a mere 
diversion. |

Junua, Wis., October 15.—All doubt as to 
the character of W. T. Rambusch, one of 
the most prominent men of this city, whose 
disappearance last week led to an in- 
vestigation which disclosed questionable 
business transactions, was removed this 
morning when @ letter was received from 
him making a confession which fully sus- 
tained the apprehensions of those who 
feared the worst. . 

The letter was dated Philadelphia and 
was addressed to his wife. Ars. Ram- 
busch received it this morning, and painful 
as it was, reached the conclusion that it 
was her duty to make its contents known, 

In the letter Mr. Rambusch makes a full 
confession and says he will take his own 
life. It is believed that he expected to be 
dead before the letter reached Junua. 

Telegrams describing the fugitive 
been sent all ovr the country, but there 
is little doubt expressed that he is now 
either dead in Philadelphia, or sailing 
across the Atlantic for a foreign port. His 
wife and child are completely overcome 
and the intense excitement in the town 
continues. 

Today’s developments in the case show 
that Rambusch had operated with a _bold- 
ness that is startling. A set of dupli¢ate 
keys was found for all the offices and 
vaults in the court house and the further 
discovery was made that the official rec- 
ords have-been tampered with. 

It seems Mr. Rambusch had privileges 
extended to him because of his high 
standing that could not have been granted 
by the offictals to anybody else and it is 
said that when his doings were criticised 
by other officials they~-were styled over 
offirious and the people became indignant 
that anybody should accuse Mr. Rambusch 
of doing: what was not right. 

It is now ‘evident that he used his keys 

to get into the offices in vaults when no- 
body was around and make such use of 
records a8 he saw fit. People are coming 
to town by the score to see what they 
ha've lost and new steals are being discov- 
ered every hour. 
It is now known beyond doubt that Mr. 
Rambusch drew absolutely fraudulent 
mortgages, signed the names of the hold- 
ers of the land and filed the mortsages.

Says: 


Farmers who are in quest of an ex- 
planation of the low prices of wheat, 
cotton and corn, do not have to look 
further than the statistics bearing upon 
the consumption of agricultural prod- 
ucts. 

In 1892 the per capita consumption of 
wheat in the United States was 5.91 
bushels; in 1893 it dropped to 4.85 
bushels, and in 1894 it was only 3.41 
bushels. And ‘this, too, in the face of 
the fact that the wheat crop was 55,(00,- 
000 bushels less in 18% than it was in 
1892. 

The per capita consumption of corn 
for these three years was, respectively, 
30.33, 23.66 and 22.76 bushels: The corn 
crop fell off in the same period over 
400,000,000 bushels. In 1892 the per capita _ 
consumption of. cotton was 24.03 pounds, 
against 17.07 pounds in 1893 and 15.91 
pounds in 18%, the cotton crop dropping 
from 9,035,379 bales in 1892 to 7,049,817 
bales in 1894. 

These figures carry their own lesson. 
What the farmers want is open mills, 
not open mints. 

It is fumny to see the conclusion the 
editor of The \Advertiser draws. from 
them. At the last moment he remem- 
bers his coptract with Hanna, and de- 
elares that what we want is “open 
mills and not open mints.” But how 
are the mills to be opened, and what 
good will it do if they are opened? Is 
a gréeat_loss to be inflicted on manufact- 
urers in order that MclWinley’s foolish 
saying, invented by poor old Hanna, 
may come true? 

What The Commercial Advertiser 
eifows is that there has been under- 
consumption—not that the people have 
ibeen able to consume less, but that they 
have ‘been unable to consume less. The 
Salt Lake Tribune analyzes The Com- 
mercial Advertiser's figures as follows: 

How do those figures compare with 
those of Mr. Edward Atkinson, for in- 
stance, who on call will at any time 
show that the fall in prices. has been due 
to over-production? The ‘Commercial 
Advertiser admits that the people of the 
United States ate 175,000,000 less Dushels 

-Of wheat im 1894 than in 1892, although 

the yield of the country fell off 55,000,000 

bushels; that 525,000,000 less bushels of 

corn were consumed in 1894 than in 1892, 

although the corn crop in the last year 

fell off 400,000,000 bushels. But The Ad- 
vertiser fails to see the reason, and says 
what the farmers want is open mills, 
not open mints. On what are they going 
to open the mills? Had The Advertiser 
been fair and frank, it would have said: 

“Although the wheat crop fell off 65,- 

000,000 bushels in two years, the price fell 

15 per cent, which left the farmers abso- 

lutely stranded, and there is no use to 

open mills to supply farmers who have 
no money to buy the products of the 
milis.’’ 

That editorial in The Advertiser ought 
to convince every doubting man that 
this year it is an absolute duty to arrest 
that dreadful decline which is paralyz- 
ing all production, and taking food out 
of the mouths of the people at such a 
rate that the next thing will be an in- 
surrection from one end of the earth 
to the other. 

So there you are, and not even the gold- 
bug Commercial Advertiser can make 
any reply to its own figures. Its mouth 
is shut. It shows that the trouble is 
not over-production, but under-consum p- 
tion, and under-consumption is the re- 
sult of a lack of money—the inability of 
the people to buy. 

That is the whole question in a nut- 
shell.

Spanish Decadence.) 

There was a time when Spain was 
recognized -as the greatest power on the 
globe. With the defeat of the cele- 
brated Armada, however, in the latter 
part of the sixteenth century, the for- 
tunes of the empire began to decline. 
and ever since that time the history of 
Spain has been one of continual sacri- 
fice and disaster. 

Such was the wealth of the empire 
during the days of Columbus that Spain 
was the only country in Europe whose 
ruling powers would listen for a mo- 
ment to the strange dream of the dar- 
ing navigator. It was Ferdinand and 
Isabella who supplied him with the 
means requisite for his voyage, and 
who made it possible for him to explore 
the seas of the western hemisphere. 

As a result of the discovery in which 
his expedition fruited. Spain became 
at once the lawful possessor, not only 
of the Bahama islands and the Florida 
peninsula, but also of Mexico, Central 
America and, the entire southern half 
of the continent. 

With these vast possessions, which 
were still further enriched by the dis- 
covery of fabulous gold mines in Peru 
and other parts of South America, the 
wealth of the Spanish crown became 
proverbial. But the Spaniards, with 
all their imperial riches, were doomed 
to go down before the advancing march 
of the Anglo-Saxons. In the signal de- 
feat of the great Spanish Armada the 
empire received its first disastroys 
shock and began to experience that long 
series of national reverses, which has 
culminated in her present embarrass- 
ment. * 

One by one her vast possessions have 
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voters in the’country, and the registra- 
tion lists will, no doubt, closely approxi- | 


due. Spain is too hanypered'. by 
debts to continue tthe fight for 
any length of time, and besiklies another 
revolution has broken ont among her 
subjects on the Philippine islands. Noth- 
ing short of a miracle can save these 
possessions to the crown or check the 
national decay into which the empire is 
slowly falling. 

Recent information received from 
Spain discloses the fact that no less 
than 40,000 young men have left the 
country to avold anilitary duty. Business 
is at a standstill and-merchants com- 
plain of such a crisis as they have never 
before experienced. Im order to prose- 
cute the war in Cuba it is necessary for 
the government to borrow $200,000,000 
in addition to the bonded indebtedness 
of the empire already outstanding. Af- 
eter a disastrous campaign of twenty 
months she has made but little prog- 
ress toward subduing the Cubans and 
the countries of Europe are somewhat 
guarded in the matter of extending her 
credit. Up to the present time she has 
not succeeded in raising the necessary 
sum of money and the outlook is ex- 
tremely discouraging. 

Such, in brief, is the story of this 
once matchless empire. Only a few 
years back the flag of Spain was the 
terror of the whole earth; today it trails 
in the dust and is the symbol! of defeat 
and humillation. 
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Labor Is Solid for Bryan.

If the character of ‘the single gold

.which rest the monarchies of the old 
world. A monetary system that is too 
cowardly to stand before the world on 
its merits, but steals into the homes of 
the poor and demands the votes of the 
working people on threats of discharge; 
the monetary system that compels 
_ working people to lie to hold their jobs, 
and forces them to wear McKinley but- 
tons whether they want to or not, and 
requires them to go on excursions to 
Canton, O., against their will, is in con- 
flict with the spirit of republican gov- 
ernment and too contemptible to com- 
mand the support of a patriotic, liberty- 
loving people.

Thus it is that when there is a sure 
enough panic in Wall street, the rest 
of the country looks on with smiles—as, 
for instance, during the celebrated 
Baring panic of 1890. The members of 
the gold syndicate had cold chills, but 
nobody else felt alarmed. Consequently 
the Baring panic (so-called) passed over 
the country and nobody would have 
known anything about it but for a par-

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The city of St. Louis is threatened with 
a suit involving the titles to a consider- 
able slice of her territory and aggregating 
in value something like $25,000,000. The 
claim against the city is set up by the 
Roger family, residing at Akron, O., and 
is based upon the following facts. Jacob 
Roger, a wealthy resident of St. Louis, 
died in that city about a hundred years ago 
leaving quite a large estate, consisting 
mainly of land. The descendants of this 
worthy old pioneer decided at a recent 
family reunion to employ counsel } pro- 
ceed at once to establish the titles. If ‘the 
suit goes through, it will play sad havoc 
with property ownership in St. Lou's. On 
accougt of the long interval of time which. 
ihas elapsed since the death of Jacob Roger 
and the fact that various complications 
and transfers have occurred since that 
time, itis hardly probable that the claim of 
the Roger family can be established. Still 
the matter is of some interest and will 
doubtless attract considerable attention. 


A German statistician who has made a 
careful investigation to discover in what 
countries the greatest age is atta'ned, has 
derived from his studies the following in- 
formation: | 

The German empire, with 55,000,000 popu- 
lation, but has seventy-eight subjects who 
are more than 100 years old. 

France, with fewer than 40,000,000, has 
218 persons who have passed their one 
hundredth birthday. 

England has 146, Scotland forty-six, Den- 
mark two, Belgium five, Sweden ten, and 
with 2,000,000 inhabitants, twenty- 


three. 

Switzerland does not boast a single cen- 
tenarfan, but Spain, with about 18,000,000 
population, has 410. 

The most amazing figures found by the 
German statistician come from that trou- 
blesome and turbulent region known as the 
Balkan peninsula. Servia has 573 persons 
who are more than 100 years old, Roumania 
1,084, and Bulgaria 8,883. In other words, 
Bulgaria has a centenarian to every thous- 
and inhabitants and thus holds the inter- 
national record for old inhabitants. In 
1892 alone there died in Bulgaria 350 persons 
of more than 100,

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HOW INDIANA STANDS. 
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Interesting Descriptiaon of Conditions 
There from a Gold Standard — 
Special ‘staff correspondence of The 

New York Herald. the leading gold 

standard organ, written in Indianapo- 

lis. 

The voting population of Indiana is al- 
most equally divided between town and 
country. The country vote,.to which the 
popocratic candidate appeals, shows a con- 
siderable defection of*republicans, In the 
towns the loss is from the popoeratic 
ranks. The question is, will the accessions 
to McKinley in the towns “exceed the ac- 
cessions to Bryan in the conntry? 

The republican state managers concede 
a loss of 5,000 farmer votes, but claim a 
much greater gain from the towns. From 
my own fvestigations, IT should put the 
farmer loes to the republicans at not less 
than 10,900, and more probably 20,000 votes, 
The silver fallacy has been long driven 
into them by their own political leaders 
here. 

Now, as to towns. While the thirty-day 
poll will show large gains to the republi- 
cars, any poll besed upon the shop record 
must be iaken with caution. In view of 
the charges and denials in the air, I spent 
two days in personal investigation of this 
feature of the campaign. 

Under letters of introduction from the 
republican county committee, I was shown 
shop polls by the employers, but they re- 
fused to permit me to talk with any work- 
man. The lists showed overwhelming. re- 
nublican mafsorities, and subsequent reca- 
pitulution showed the minority had dwin- 
died to almost nothing. Whether the men 
had been “‘influenced,”” or discharged, I 
have no means of knowing. Through in- 
dividual workmen I visited at their homes 
I ascertained thnt it was a question of 
bread and butter, and that not only 
these I saw, who had McKinley pictures 
in their cottage windows and wore but- 
tons, declared they should vote for Bryan, 
but they were only a sample of many. I 
had no trouble in finding several such men 
in the railway neighborhood, who are en- 
rolled in the railway clubs for McKinley. 
If this is general throughout the state, 
the Australian ballot will show some dis-

The Federation of Labor has every year 
for the last four years-indorsed free silver 
coinage.

ey. The great newspapers of the land

radically wrong, or those who oppose them 
are. ‘Intrinsic’ is defined to mean “in- 
herent, innate, inborn.” Are not. the in- 
trinsic qualities of gold its fusible, ductile 
and malleable inherencies? These are not 
value. Value is external, a creation of the 
mind. Money is the creature of the law, 
whether paper, silver or gold. Withhoid 
the law from gold, and 26.8 grains of gold 
would not be worth $1,greenback, although 
the intrinsic value of a thousand-dollar 
greenback bill would not be worth a i-cent 
postage stamp the law supporting 
it be taken from it. Bhould the law punish 
by death anyone who handled gold, either 
coined or uncoined, it would lose not only 
ite money function, but all its value as 
well; yet it would still have all its “intrin- 
sic’’ qualities, even if every ounce of it 
were in the center of the earth, and could 
never be touched by nran. [ts value as 
money is given to it by law. Its intrinsic 
qualities are arother thing, and given to 
it by God. 

The land on which Atlanta stands was 
not worth $5 100 years ago, although it had 
then all the intrinsic value that fH has 
now; but since man has settled it and en- 
vironed it by law it is worth $75,- 
000,000. 

Legislate against gold as above and who 
would want payments made in it,-or make 
gold contracts? If there were no money 
authorized by law in the world except 
greenbacks (and they do not exceed $40 
per capita), and never could be, and all 
of it legal tender in payment of all debts, 
public and private, who would ever hear 
of “unsovnd money,” even though the 
scrap of paver possessed no /‘intrinsic val- 
ue?’”’ 

With the .best thinkers and students of 
political economy the idea of “intrinsic 
value’’ of nroney ts not adhered to any 
more than witchcraft in the criminal code 
of civilization and humanity. 

“The theory of intrinsic value of money 
has been abandoned by the best writers 
and speakers.’’—Encyclopedia Britannica. 

“There is no more insignificant thing, 
intrinsically, in the economy of society, 
than money.’’—John Stewart Mills. 

‘Metallic money, while acting as coin, is 
identical with paper money in respect of 


being destitute of imtrinsic value.’’—North

Money is the creature of law, whether 
stanrped upon metal or paper, and is equal- 
ly as good in either with a powerful gov-+ 
ernment like the United States behind it, 
giving to the people as much and no more 
than they need. 

“Whatever the government agrees to 
receive in payment of the public dues is 
money, no matter what its form may be.’”’—

“Money exists not by nature, 
law.’’—Aristotle. 

Similar references could be quoted at 
length from the best writers, but it is not 
necessary. One of the two great 
political parties, the democrats or republi- 
cans, is wrong. If bimetallism of the con- 
stitution of the United States is right, then 
monometallism—the gold standard of Great 
Britain—is wrong for us. 

If money is “destitute of intrinsic value,” 
then for the law to permit nothing except 
gold, a most costly article of traffic, to 
bear the government’s impress creating 
monéy, is a most grievous wrong, for it 
permits a class of persons, the owners of 
gold,. to absolutely own and control all 
the money of the ccurntPy, and encourages 
them to speculate in this commodity and 
force it up higher and higher by withhold- 
ing it from circulation and hoarding for 
still higher prices. 

The public and private debts of the worid 
have been stated to be over $200,000,000,000, 
and the total gold money with which to 
pay it to be $4,000,000,000, or 2 cents in the 
dollar. The mroney power can easily, at 
any time it chooses, withdraw from cir- 
culation and hoard every dollar of this 
gold. Suppose they do so—and call for the 
payment of all this immense debt and de- 
mand gold only? There is no alternative 
except to either surrender practically all 
the property of the world to them, or to 


resist its seizure.

the Spanish Throne. 


Prince Louls of Savoy, of Italy, spent 
several flours in Atlanta yesterday. He 
reached the city shortly after noon and re- 
mained until 11:30 o'clock last night. 

The prince was accompanied by two 
friends and companions, aides-de-camp to 
the prince, who is acting as lieutenant 
while on board the Italian man-of-war 
Christoforo Colombo, on which the prince 
is touring the world. The ship now lies at 
Baltimore, awniting the return of the 
prince, who has been touring a part of the 
United States. 

The prince came in unheralded and he at- 
tracted no attention except about the Kim- 
ball house, where he put up during his 
short time in tife city. The prince and 
companions, Chevalier Cagni and Signor 
Frigeria, put their names on the hotel reg- 
ister, but the chirography, like the pos- 
sessors of the names, is distinctly foreign 
and no ope could decipher the writing.

Prince Louis is one of the young dukes of 
Europe and he is a distinguished individ- 
val in his country and in royal family clir- 
cles.

It is the intention of these officers and the other citizens who are assisting them 
to make Cobb the banner county of Georgia. This fact they have advertised in 
all of their county fair circulars and specifications and the farmers of the © county 
have placed their shoulders to the wheel to help them succeed in their plans. 

The main hall on the fair grounds is devoted to the agricultural exhibit on the 
first floor and the fancy work of the housewife of the second floor. There is great 
rivalry existing between the Mars Hill Club and the Lost Mountain Club over their 
exhibits in both the woman’s department and the agricultural hall. The lines have 
been tightly drawn and the judges will have a hard time in discriminating be- 
tween the two. Premiums have been offered for the best exhibit f every farm 
product—cotton, corn, oats, wheat, rye, peas, potatoes, turnips, sorghum, tobacco, 
fruits, grapes, hay, melons, pumpkins and everything else imaginable. Dozens are 
competing for the prizes in every case. 

The live stock exhibit is very creditable. The fattest hogs, best Jersey cows, finest 
horses and mules came in for their share of attention. The poultry exhibit is one 

* of the most complete on the grounds. Home industries, ladies’ fancy work, preserved 
fruits, wines, etc., attracted the ladies who thronged the grounds. The serious side 
of the fair was not neglected by the promoters. J. Gid Morris, the secretary, is of 
the serious sort. He believes in serious competition more than he believes in the 
Midway amusements and as long as he had a visitor in tow every pumpkin had to be 
measured, every fine rooster pointed out and the virtues of his breed discussed. The 
pedigree of every Berkshire was gone into. All this was interesting for a time, but 
at Cobb’s great fair there were more interesting things than cattle’s pedigrees to 
look for. There was a Midway plaisance that, in the eyes of Chuck Anderson, laid 
our own exposition (Migtway in the shade. 

The first tent on the Midway contained the seven-legiged cow, which, according to 
the manager of the great cow show, was ‘‘the most wonderful cow in Cobb county, 
born and raised right in this county. Seven legs and gives milk. Come in and see 
her. Ghe's alive and on the inside. Will cost you only 10 cents, one small dime. 
Step this way and see the great cow and get an appetite. This cow gives milk. I 
drink it. That’s why I’m so fat. You will never regret it—only 10 cents, one small 
dime. Finest show on the grounds.’’ This great animal is not a stranger to At- 
lantians. It has spent many weary months in Grant park, this Cobb county cow. 

Another Atlanta’show that is a star attraction on the fair grounds goes by the 
title: “Shorty Page’s Great Vaudeville Troupe.” It is run by an Atlanta boy who 
has carried two maidens and a young man from the Gate City to Marietta to startle 
the visitors with the most wonderful legserdemain and comedy tricks, songs and 
dances that they ever beheld. In great flaring red letters he announces the appear- 
ance of Mile. Frankie La Rose, the limberest woman on earth. She is a French im- 
portation, but Atlanta is her Paris. Professor Venice, another European importation, 
is advertised as the ‘““Most wonderful black art magician in the world.’”’ Edward La 

~ Ross, the king of magicians, is another wonderful prestidigitateur whose equal has 
never been discovered, if the signs are to be believed. These Atlanta actors were 
too busy fixing their tent, which was not quite ready for service, to give a perform- 
ance yesterday, but there is no doubt that they propose to give their audiences a full 
10 cents’ worth. 

The largest tent in the grounds is devoted to a vaudeville show that has no other 
name than ‘“‘The Midway.’’ From the variety of the performance the proprietors 
have a right to give it this all-embracing name. You can see everythingt from a clog 
dancer to a contortionist, but the coochee-coochee dance, which all the farmers go in- 
side to see, is such a poor imitation that it would not be recognized if labeled. The 
star performer at this pretentious show is a negro contortionist who ties his legs in 
bow-knots and then smiles bewitchingly at the audience. 

The most popular place on the ground was the haunt of Bill the Butter. This in- 
dividual has a reputation throughout north Georgia for his thickness of skull and 
has been known to push his cranium with the :force of a battering ram against a 
brick wall with no seeming effect. When the Cobb county fair opened, Bill the But- 
ter was engaged by an enterprising young man to stand with his head through a 
sheet and prove target for all manner of missles, such as baseballs, turnips and ap- 
ples, to say nothing of the vimtage of 189. A long, grizzly-bearded countryman 
with the arm of a Hercules and Samsonian brawn, caught sight of the darky’'s 
head. ‘‘Come up and take your shot. Here’s the India rubber man. Here’s the man 


who has the horny head. Three balls for a nickel. This way—this way! Paralyze - 


the artful dodger. If you hit him you gét a cigar. Three balls for five cents.” 

The countryman gazed silently for a moment. Then he walked up to the counter 
and planked down a nickel. ' 

“I'll be gol darned ef I don’t split his head or die a-tryin’,”” he said, as he picked 
up one of the balls.. “I ain’t much when it comes to a baseball, but I'll be dad drat 
ef I can’t hold my own with a rock. I guess this ball will hit him.”

Before 
the words were out of his mouth the mountaineer had made a feint with his arm 
like a professional ball pitcher,but recovered it quickly, and before Bill the Butter 
could recover again his countenance was smashed, and constellations of all kinds 
were dancing before his eyes. ; 

The crowd of lookers-on howled with delight. ‘“‘Dat man same ez dis here chain 
ligh’ing,” said ome of the negroes in the crowd. “I ‘low dat nigger better go an’

For a little while Bill the Butter was laid up for repairs, but he appeared again 
and during the afternoon was a continuous tafget for the farmers who came to try 


their hand. 


The horse racing drew the crowds away from the side shows temporarily. The 
slow mule race was appreciated more than the real flyers, for in this riders worked 
harder than the mules and the crowd was tickled. Tomorrow a 10-yard dash is ad- 
vertised between three of the best known citizens of the county, who are said to 
weigh collectively 743 pounds. ’ ' 

In strong contrast to the show and hum of of the county fair was another Incident 
‘of the day at Marietta yesterday. It was the impressive funeral of a regular soldier 
of the United States army who was buried with martial honors in the National cem- 
etery. Nothing could be more impressive than was the burial of Armaral Annethie, 
a popular private in Company F, of the Fifth regiment. He was escorted by a de- 
tachment of his comrades from Fort McPherson.

HE WAS TRIED AND RELEASED 


Wanted To Buy a Pistol on Loyd 
Street but Failed.

WAS LOCKED UP AGAIN FOR LUNACY 


Officers Think If He Had Got a Pis- 
tol There Would Have Been 
Murder. 


Alex Wells, the ultra swell negro who 
attempted to test the hospitality of the 
Kimball house Wednesday night, figured 
in a new role yesterday. He was released 
from the station house yesterday, afternoon, 
but was rearrested on the charge of lunacy 
instead of disorderly conduct. 

He has shown evidences of dementia from 
the time he was first seen here, and his 
curious antics yesterday strengthen the im- 
pression which his first actions gave. 

Wells’s case was called in the recordet’s 
court yesterday.afternoon. He emerged 
from the prisoners’ room with that same 
bragadocio air. He scorned his surround- 
ings with visible contempt and stood be- 
fore Judge Andy’s scrutinizing glance with 
the composure of a ‘senator. His glassy 
eyes were riveted on the judge’s face, and 
he was not the least bit embarassed. 

Judge Calhoun questioned the negro care- 
fully, and he was slow to answer. He 
stated he was a detective and spotter, em- 
ployed by the authorities at Washington. 
He was on his way to Columbus, his home, 
and protested because the clerk at the 
Kimball house had not been arrested for 
not giving him accommodations. 

Judge Calhoun decided the negro had not 
been guilty of any disorderly conduct, and 
dismissed the charges, Before the decision 
was announced, Wells had taken his seat 
on a bench outside the railing, apparently 
oblivious to his surroundings. He went 
downstairs with an officer, where he 
secured his effects from the station house 
office. 

He then started up Decatur street. His 
aristocratic manner, coupled with his fash- 
ionable attire, created quite a sensation on 
that thoroughfare. The motley crowd of 
negroes and dagoes stared and wondered. 
Wells noticed nothing, and with the air 
of a lord he groped his way through the 
throng as if he owned the carth. 

At the corner of Pryor street he stopped, 
not knowing where to go. He turned back 
down Decatur street, and walked up and 
down that thoroughfare fully a dozen times. 
He started once for the Kimball, but a 
sudcen ir#pulse seemed to seize him, and 
he went in the other direction. 

Wanted To Buy a Pistol. 

About 3 o’dicck the negro entered the 
store of the Kirkpatrick Hardware Com- 
pany, on Loyd street. He placed his grip 
and overccat on the counter, and Mr. J. M. 
Lofton came up. Wells asked for a revolver 
with cartridges. Lofton saw there was 
something wrong with the negro, and re- 
fused to sell him a weapon, 

Wells then walked out of the store and 
stood on the sidewalk about ten minutes. 
He then re-entered the ‘store, ind told 
Lofton if he did not sell him a pistol he 
would have him arrested. Loften then put 
the negro out of the store, and he walked 
hastily up Wall street to the corner of 
Peachtree and Marietta. He was evidently 
hunting for another hardware emporium. 
‘Officer Lockhart noticed the queer actions 
of the negro, and having heard of the 
pistol episode, decided to lock the swell up, 
Wells was therefore given a second free 
ride which he had not bargained for, and 
Was soon reclining behind the grim bars 
at the station house. The authorities state 
it is well he was locked up.when he -vas, 
for had he secured that pistol he was after, 
there is no telling what he would have 
dcne. 

A Message from the Kimball. 

As soon as the news spread in the Kimball 
house that the would-be guest was after 
a gun, there was immense excitement. 

Wells’s home is at 614 Fourth avenue, 
Columbus. Chief Connolly will communi 
cate with his people this morning, and it 
is probable he will be taken there under 
the custody of an officer. 


JOHNSON TURNS DETECTIVE. 


The Negro Acquitted of Killing Bass 
Is Now After Lum Warren. 

Cc. C. Johnson, the negro who was ac~- 
quitted Wednesday -night of the murder 
of Baker Bass, now appears in the role of 
detective instead of criminal.

Hiram Middlebrooks Will Not Be Pros- 
ecuted for Forgery. 


BANKER REED FAILS TO APPEAR 


| On Motion of Solicitor Hill the Indict- 


ment Was Nol Prossed and the 
Charge Is Dismissed. 


The criminal proceedings recently 
brought against Hiram L. Middlebrooks 
by Banker E. B. Reed, of West Point, 
were nol-prossed yesterday in the criminal 
superior court before Judge W. N. Spence 
and the proposed prosecution was brought 
to a sudden end.

Mr. Reed claimed he forwarded a 
note to Middlebrooks while the latter was 
with an Atlanta bank, and that Middle- 
brooks used the fote for his own benefit

that he only used Banker Reed’s notes as

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WHO OWNS THELAND? 


Interesting Suit Results from a Dispute 
Over Land Lot Boundaries. 


REACHED YESTERDAY 


CASE © 


An Examination of a Long Chain of 
Titles Will Be Made in Order To 
Decide Legal Possessor. 


Land lines, barbed wire fences and blazed 
trees figured yesterday in the superior 
civil court before Judge Lumpkin. 

A cloud of Witnesses were present who 
testified about the location of the land 
ewned by different parties on the old Camp- 
beliton road. 

The case is one of more than passing 
interest, as the dispute has been in exist- 
ence tor four or five years, and the testi- 
mony wil: bring out the fact that many 
citizens who were at cone time prominent 
property holders in the land lot that is 
now a bone of contention have since died, 
and their heirs have disposed of their pos- 
sessions, and the preperty has constantly 
charged hards until sorhe time in 1873. 

In the fall of 1892, Mrs. Lizzie M. Me- 
Cicesky filed a bill in the supericr court. 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke was then upon 
the bench, and the paper was given his 
signature as judge. Mrs. McCrosky claimed 
that she had a prescriptive title to her 
property, and she had purchased her land 
from a ‘deed from Joel Herring to W. J. 
Herring and others who followed in the 
line of their ancestry. 

It was alleged in the bill that she had 
been in the undisputed -possession of the 
land since 1873, but of late years her neigh- 


+ bor, C. J. Crane, has set up a claim to a 


pert of the land and had threatened to 
tear away her barbed wire fence, and place 
vpon the disputed tract a small house that 
was to be rented to tenants. Mrs. Mc- 
Crosky made the allegation that Mr. Crane 
was insolvent, and that she would have 
no recourse at law for the irreparable 
damage that would be done if he was al- 
lowed to tear away her fence and erect 
the proposed tenant house, ; 

The petition filed by Mrs. McCrosky was 
directed to the superior court, and she was 
represented by Attorneys Bigby; Reed and 
Berry. Judge Reed is conducting the case 
in the superior court, and Mr. Will H. 
Black and Bishop, Andrews & Hill repre- 
sent the defendant. 

The claim set up by Crane is under a 
deed from Henrietta E. Austin, and he 
claims that he has been in the undispute i 
possession of the land more than seven 
years, also showing that his chain of titles 
dates back more than 100 ,years, and that 
since the time his ancestorg have been in 
pcsséssion. 

At the time Mrs. McCrosky filed the suit, 
it is said she Was of the opinion that she 
owned forty-three acres in the body of 
land. A survéy was then made by the 
county. surveyor, and it is claimed that his 
figures gavé her only about half that 


amount. 

The land owners in this land lot were 
notified of the existence of the claim over 
the land lines, and a committee was 
selected and a report was made, affirming 
the allegations of Mr. Crane. This report, 
however, was misplaced, and it was not

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WEATHER NOTES. 


What the Forecaster Has To 
About Atilanta’s Weather. 
The low pressure continues near New 
York. No high winds were reported on the 
coast last night. The: temperature has 
risen 10 degrees on the upper Atlantic. 
coast and the weather is clear from New 
York to Florida. The high pressure con- 
tinues over the extreme western states and 
west Texas. The temperature has fallen 
18 degrees in Minnesota and Dakota and to 
a less extent in Nebraska. It averages 64 
degrees in the southern half of the United 
States.

IS MORGAN’S RIGHT-HAND MAN 


Some New Lights on the Question of 
Ownership—Mr. Edwards Tells 


bi of His Railroad Stock. 


General Sam Thomas and Mr. Thomas F. 
Ryan deny that they own the Central rail- 
road. They say that so far as they know, 
are informed and believe, the Southern 
Railway Company has no interest whatever 
in the Central. 

This, of course, is only their belief, and 
a mistaken one, inasmuch as President 
Spencer, of the Southern, stated in his 
letter to Chairman Trammell, of the Geor- 
gia railroad commission, that the Southern 
has a contingent, beneficial interest. 

In a letter to the State railroad commis- 
sion, Messrs. Thomas and Ryan say: “So 
far as we know or are informed, or be- 
lieve, the Richmond. Terminal reorganiza- 
tion committee still remains the sole, real 
and beneficial owner and holder of the Cen- 
tral’s stock, and votes the same,”’ 

The letter from which the above extract 
was taken was written by Messrs. Thomas 
and Ryan in reply to one which the com- 
mission had addressed to those gentlemen 
asking them ce@@—Bin questions relative to 
the ownership a control of the Central's 


railway stock. 
The letter is carefully prepared, and in 
it. Messrs. Thomas and Ryan wash their 


bands of the Central, disclaiming any con- 


& 
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trol in it. They recite the fact that prior 
to the receivership of the Central, a ma- 
jority of the stock of the company was 
practically owned by the Richmond Term- 
inal Railway and Warehouse Company. 
Justice Jackson decided that such owner- 
ship was constitutional and valid. This de- 
cision was confirmed by the United States 
circuit court of appeals, the court of final 
judgment in the particular case. WUhder 
Justice Jackson’s decision, the injunction 
which had been” piaced on the majority 
block of the Central's stock was dissolved, 
end the Terminal people were allowed to 
vote it, 

When the reorganization of the Richmond 
Terminal came on, the legal control of that 
old block of Central stock passed into the 
hands of the reorganization committee of 
creditors and stockholders, of Which Mr. 
Charlies H. Coster, of J. P. Morgan & Co,, 
Was and is chairman. The committee also- 
controlled an attachment suit brought jin 
New York city against the Central rail- 
road, in which a very large part of the 
securities nominally owned by the Central 
had been seized. To adjust the ‘ attach- 
ment claim and also in recognition of the 
outstanding majority stock held by the 
Terminal company, “we in the reorganiza- 
lion agreed to’recognize and adjust such 
matters by selling and delivering to the 
Richmond Terminal reorganization commit- 


- tee the entire capital stock of the hew 


Central of Geergta Railway Company, 
which had been originally issued to us in 
part payment of the title to the property 
purchased ftcm .us by the rew company. 

“We accordipzly assigned nnd dehiréred 
to said ccmmittee the $7,000,000 commen 
stock of the Central, and have not had 
since any interest or capital! in it.” | 

Messrs. Ryan and Thomas say they do. 
not own the Central and -they efive it as 
their belief that the system belongs to the: 
reorganization committee of the old Rich- 
mond Terminal, of which Mr. Coster is 
chairman. It appears that the new Cen- 
tral’s entire issue of common stock Was 
given to General Thomas and Mr. Ryan as 
part payment for their services and hold- 
ings. How much these gentlemen did get 
eut of the reorganization has never been 
publicly announced, but it has been stated 
that it runs away up into the millions, 

When President Speficet ‘comes down 
next week the commissioners will usk him. 
in reference to the Southern’s cuntingent, 
beneficial interest. If Mr. Coster controls 
the stock of the Central the ownership 
of the system and the Southern is traced 
into practically the same hands, for Mr. 
Coster was chairman of the committees 
which organized the Southern railway. . 

The Georgia Southern. 

The commission has not had much stic- 
cess in showing the connection between 
the Southern and Messrs. Parsons and Ed- 
wards, who own a large amount of stock 
in the Georgia Southern and Florida. At 
first. blush Messrs. Parsons and Edwards 
appeared to be playing the same role to- 
ward the Georgia Southern and Florida 
that Messrs. Thomas and Ryan were to- 
ward the Central. Last summer Commis- 
sioner Allen Fort went to Boston at thé re- 
quest of the state railroad cummission and 
had an interview with Mr. Edwards and 
his atturney. These Bostonians Were is- 
posed at first to answer no questions, but 
on. refiection they conciuded that perhaps 


‘it would be better to be candid about the 


matter, the presumption being that if their 
holding was constitutional they could have 
no reasonable objection to acknowledging 


. that fact. On the contrary, refusal to an- 


swer would be accepted as evidence that 
their holding in the railroad was in~-viola- 
tion of the constitution of Georgia. 

Judge Fort teok interrogatories and they 
are now on file at the office of the state 
commission. Mr. Edwards stated that he 
is a manager of estates. He has often 
been receiver or assignee and has f:e- 
quently acted a trustee under wills. He 
stated that he owned $1,160,000 in bonds of 
the Macon and Birmingham Railroad Com- 
pany. These- bonds were indorsed by the 
Georgia Southern and Florida. When the 
(Macon and Birmingham was bought lar- 
sons and Edwards bought it to protect 
their own ititerests. Under the reorganiza- 
tion of the Georgia Southern and lorida, 
Parsons and Edwards got 1,89 shares of 
-common. stock and 2,397 shares of sccond 
preferred stock for their bonds. 

Mr. Edwards swore that the Southern 
railway had no interest whatever in ‘his 
Stock and had no control over it or over 
the Macon and Birmingham “ailroad. His 
holding of the stock and the holding! of his 
partner he declared were bona fide. He 
Said that hé held ho other Georgia South- 
ern and Florida securities. 

Mr. Edwards stated that he did ..ot hnow 
Mr. Samuel Spencer and had never scen 
him. The Macon and Birmingham has no 
terminals at Macon, but has to go in over 
the Georgia Southern and Fiorida for @ 


distance of eight miles. The Macon and 


Rirmingham also relies on the Georgia 
Southern and Florida for rolling stock. 

In short, Mr. Edwards denied that the 
Southern had anything in any way to do 
With his stock. 

Too Progressive for Them. 

Concord, N. H., October 15.—The annual 
theeting of the stockholders of the Concord 
and Montreal railroad, ordinarily a cut and 
dried affair, developed some excitement 
this afternoon. Governor Charles A. Busiet 
Was unceremoniously voted off the board 
of directors, and Frank Jones, the million- 
aire Portsmiouth brewer, substituted. The 
reason for this antagonism to Governor 
Busiet was a statement given to the pub- 
lic lately by him that he favored the build- 
ing of the ‘Manchester and Milford electric 
railroad and the construction of elettric 
railways in the state.

The following special from Columbus tells 


of his condition: 

“Columbus, O., October 15.—(Special.)— 
Colonel Luther Hall, @ convict now serv- 
ing time in the Ohio penitentiary for con- 
spiracy in a murder committed in Georgia 
several years ago, is in a dying condition. 
He is an applicant for executive clemency. 

‘The colonel is the largest man ever be- 
hind the walls of a penal institution. He 
weighs over three hundred pounds and is 
quite a noted character. He served in the 
confederate army and-was at one time a 
member of the Georgia iegislature, and has 
held several other positions of honor and 
trust in his native state. 

“He is now serving a life sentence for 
conspiracy, the real crime being the mur- 
der of a northern man who was running a 
sawmill in Georgia. The e#heriff of the 
county and a brother of Colonel Hall were 
received at the same time for conspiracy 
in the same crime, 

“The colonel has been the prison florist 
for many years and is ‘@ great lover of flow- 
ers. The prison physician, Dr. Wagehals, 
today forwarded a certificate to Washing- 
ton giving a history of the case and de- 
scribing the present condition of the pris- 
oner. The certificate states that he is suf- 
fering from a fatty Overgrowth of the 
heart, has dropsy from the waist down, 
has great difficulty in breathing, can only 
walk a short distance before becoming ex- 
hausted and is liable to die suddenly at any 
time.

In the contest five shots were fired from 
the 200-yard range, five from the 30-yard 
range, five from the 500-yard range and 
ten on the skirmish. Each shot counted 
tive points on the score, provided the bull’s- 
eye Was hit, and as there were six men on 
ench team the possible for cach team was 
1,050 points. 

The prettiest part of the wholé contest 
was the skirmish runs. The men were 
taken three at a time, one from euch team, 
and started at the 60-yard range adVanc- 
ing towards the targets. The targets were 
three figures, each representing a man. One 
was standing, one was kneeling and one 
was lying down with only his head and 
shoulders visible. 

If the standing figure was hit it counted 
three, if the Kneeling figure was hit it 
counted four and if the lying figure was hit 
it counted five. The order of forward 
march was given at the 00-yard range and 
after the men had advanced a little dis- 
tance they were halted and the order was 
givea to commence firing. 

As Colonel Obear gave this order he 
would turn over his sand glass, which was 
regulated to run for thirty seconds, and 
when the last grain had fallen the order 
would come to cease firing. Jn these thirty 
seconds the men had to arrange their 
sights, adjust the wind gauges of their 
guns und fire. Only one Siicot was fired at 
each halt. 

This repeated fiVe times, advancing as 
near to the targets as 200 yards. When 
this point had been reached the men were 
started back and they fired five more shots 
on the retreat. When the men reached 
their starting point they were tired and 
willing to sit down for a while. 

The shooting did not stop until about 5 
o'clock inthe afternoon and when the 
score Was announced there Was mucn 
cheering: and rejoicing. A movable tele- 
phone had been erected on the range and 
it proved to be a great help to the officers 
ou the range and ‘those in the pit when 
they desired to cOmmunicate with each 
other, 

The Governor's Horse Guards will hold 
the trophy for one year. That is until the 
next shoot occurs, which will be some time 
during the fall of 188%. The Horse Guards 
are very proud of their victory and are 
deserving of much credit. They have prac- 
ticed with a determination to win the 
trophy and’at almost any time the crack 
of their rifles could have been heard on 
the range. They have fine material in thelr 
company for a first-class team and the ad- 
vaneement which they have already made 
during the short time in which they have
